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Continuation of 13. Other: In response to applicants' arguments regarding "The Prior Art does not teach the claimed application level data 
directory and objects therein," the arguments have been fully considered but are not found to be persuasive, because O'Shaughnessy 
discloses computer applications, software or programs (application level data directory) that use the folder structure (directory) to store their 
folder structures (See column 1, lines 59-67; column 2, lines 1-59; column 3, lines 23-41). 

In response to applicants' arguments regarding "Applicants concede that O'Shaughnessy's application, and in fact a typical computer 
application, includes a folder structure, but that is not what is claimed in claims 1 and 1 1 . Applicants claim data objects that store "a 
structural description describing the structures [of the web based application], as well as file system files of the web based application." A 
folder structure, as described in O'Shaughnessy, does not describe data tables, schemas of data tables, user lists, structural descriptions or 
control structures of a web based application," the arguments have been fully considered but are not found to be persuasive, because 
O'Shaughnessy discloses storing and grouping different kinds of objects pertaining to web applications/file systems (See column 1, lines 
16-24). According to O'Shaughnessy definition of an Object it consists of data structure and operations for that data structure (See column 
8, lines 16-25). Therefore, the folder structure (directory) does store the Object/data structure information (information that describes the 
data structure) and the application information (file system files). 
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
